gallons n yoar were used ai tho table; iu> 
doubt tho character of tbo fresh and salted 
meat required n potent atimulus to mak* it 
go down.

I know two dogs in whom tho "quality of

Tlie Oaiuajrc nt ^t>rl Jervfs. 


NEW YORK, Mnrcli IS. 


Tho details of tlie flood at Port Jervis and 


other places adds but little to the main facts 
telegraphed, yesterday. 


Tha gas works at Port Jervis,1 \fere par- 


tially submerged, but there will be gas 
enough to last two or three nights. A 
wooden church (Lutheran) in Brown street 
was damaged §500 about the foundation. 
Another buildiug ou Pike street worth $8,- 
{JOO hud its foundations washed away, and 
had to bo shored up. This building was 
occupied by Loclnvood it Co., jewelers, and 
the upper rooms by lodge and club rooms. 
All the cellars in the vicinity of I'ike street 
ivers Hooded, but tho contents wero nearly 
all removed. About two hundred houses 
were damaged from §100 lo §500. 


iu Gcrmantowii 


tho greatest damage was done. 
Much fur- 


niture was destroyed, and about ft dozen 
small housos torn to pieces by the ice. 


Tho Excelsior firo engine No. 1, worth 


S1000, was destroyed, it having been carried 
500 feet and crushed beneath largo masses 
of ice. 
Tho scene in Germautown after tho 


flood was very strikiug. 
Iii many places 


tho water remained four or fivo foet iu tho 
lauds nnd yards, and people rowed abo.jit in 
boats collecting their household goods which 
had bsau swept away by water. 
In some 


cases carpets wero washed from tho floors 
aud torn to pieces among tho rough ico. 
Outhouses 
wero overturned and 
shods 


lying 
on 
tho 
side 
wero 
scattered 


around, and iu some houses, great cakes of 
ico choked up the windows aud doorways. 
Tho firo department lias been ordered to 
pump out drowned cellars. 
The largo tun- 


uory two miles up the river escriped.;but sov- 
oral houses wero Hooded at Spartonsbush, 
and two or three families driven out above 
Matamoras nud the Pennsylvania shore. 
Two men nro reported drowned a mile or 
two up tho river. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Milford. eight miles below Port 
Jervis, was cut off, when the suspension 
bridgo fell.
